The collection described in this catalogue includes one hun- 
dred and sixty Japanese prints by the older masters, among 
them Utamaro, Korinsai, Hiroshige, Hokusai, Yeisen, Kuni- 
sada, Toyokuni, Harunobu, and many others. These prints 
were collected by one of the most prominent connoisseurs of 
Tokyo, who secured them largely in the northern provinces 
of Japan. 

By special arrangement with Professor Kakso Okakura, there 
will also be included about eighty paintings on silk by prominent 
Japanese painters, all pupils of Professor Okakura's Bijitsu In 
(Art Institute) of Tokyo, which represents the self-developing 
school of Japanese art, using native methods, but creating 
new conceptions — as opposed to the conservative school, which 
merely copies old styles, and the radical school, which copies 
foreign style, etc. In contrast to the above mentioned, there 
will be a series of flower pieces, lacquer paintings, and land- 
scapes painted by prominent Japanese artists who are working 
in a different style. 

The exhibition will afford an unusual opportunity for seeing 
exactly what the prominent Japanese artists of to-day are do- 
ing. It will exhibit a degree of technical skill and a choice of 
subjects which have seldom if ever been equalled. 

In order to represent the advanced work that the Japanese 
are doing in photography, Mr. K. Tamamura, of Yokohama, 
contributes to the exhibition about thirty bromides, enlarge- 
ments from his best negatives, all of which have been care- 
fully colored by hand, and which represent the highest point 
to which Photographic Art has attained in Japan.
